“ Buy a cotton mattress,” a Tex as grower suggests now. This 
would help more. Yet it is hardly the ultimate solution, because 
it is only temporary . The more mattresses people buy now, the 
fewer they will buy a y ear from now. People can sleep on only 
tne mattress at a time. What is needed is a permanent solution 
for the problem of utilizing big cotton crops. 
Look at what scientists are doing with coal. The coal used 
to be "only good to burp,” and none too good at that, the way they 
burned it. Now they are making gas, gdsoline, lubricating oil, 
grease and a thousand other valuable things ourof it. Thus coal 
is coming to be the most important of all products, and the mos 
valuable. And the coal industry , traditionally depressed and hope­ 
less, begins to look forward to a permanent boom, with a vast and 
steadily .growing market caused by the creation of new coal pro- 


'^^^^The same thing, in less degree, can unquestionably be done 
with cotton. It is a basic raw material with hundreds of uses, 
many now known but not applied, many awaiting discovery . Cot­ 
ton growers could well afford to support latJoratories and scient­ 
ists devoting all their time to creating new uses for cotton and 
making them known to the public. Congress could well sup^rt 
rt'search. The demand for cotton would then ex pand as a matter 
of course. 


Free Court» For All 


William R. Vance, professor of law in the Yale Law School, 
who is not rated as a dangerous radical, makeS these striking 
suggestions for the reform of the American judicial sy stem: 
First, ha would establish in every community a free legal aid 
office where persons unable to employ an attorney could go for 
fvdvice as to their civil, rights in difficult legal situations.

William R. Vance, professor of law in the Yale Law School, 
who is not rated as a dangerous radical, makes these striking 
suggestions for the reform of the American judicial system:
